Cops and 
fire service 
in ‘merger’

THE county’s police and fire services 
are to join up in a unique union. 

The trail-blazing move will be a first in 
the country and would see the 
emergency services begin to share 
buildings and work closely together. 

It is understood that the new organisa¬ 
tion, when fully integrated, is likely to be 
called Northamptonshire Emergency 
Services. No jobs are believed to be at 
risk. 

The plan was put to Northampton¬ 
shire County Council’s cabinet 
yesterday and has come to 
fruition in only 12 weeks. 

Police and Crime Commissioner Adam 
Simmonds said: “While we haven’t 
planned out exactly how this will go, 
this will be an operational merger and 
integration. 

“It makes sense for two blue light 
services, who are already working 
closely together, to share resources.” 

Cllr Andre Gonzalez de Savage said: 
“This is the biggest change 
Northamptonshire has seen for many 
years. There will be integrated opportu¬ 
nities for both to work together.”

It’s hats off to a

THREE months ago plans 
were put in motion that 
would see potentially the 
biggest shake-up of the 
emergency services across 
the county. 

In one of the first acts of his 
tenure, Police and Crime 
Commissioner Adam 
Simmonds met with 
Northamptonshire County 
Council to get the idea of 
‘merging’ the police and fire 
services off the ground. 

Over the coming weeks, 
both the Chief Constable 
Adrian Lee and Chief Fire 
Officer Martyn Emberson 
will move into offices in 
Wootton Hall to start the 
process of a union between 
the two emergency organi¬ 




sations and look at how the 
pair can ‘share resources’. 

Mr Simmonds is keen to 
stress there are no risks of 
job losses, and at the 
moment the move is not 
about saving money, 
although, buildings may be 
sold off. 

It would mean, for exam¬ 
ple, instead of having two 
workshops for the vehicles, 
both services’ cars would be 
serviced in one location. 

While the ambulance 


service is not currently 
involved in this process, Mr 
Simmonds believes that it 
would be something for 
discussion in the future. 

Mr Simmonds said: “The 
fire service has been in good 
partnership with Warwick¬ 
shire and we basically 
decided we could also help 
them and bring the brands 
together. 

“Most of the public think 
we already work together. 
This is about sharing 
resources. 

“Quite often stations are 
right next door to each other 


and it makes sense to just be 
in one. 

“If money is saved down 
the line that will be a bonus.” 

Cllr Andre Gonzalez de 
Savage said: “I think this is a 
really exciting opportunity 
for the county and the com¬ 
munities. 

“Some two years ago I 
wrote a paper about the 
joining up of emergency 
services, so for me this has 
been many years in the 
making. 

“I really think the people of 
Northamptonshire will fully 
get behind this. 


“Especially as many think 
that our emergency services 
already work closely.” 

Chief Constable Adrian Lee 
said: “We are already doing a 
lot together and more co¬ 
operation will mean there is 
much better use of our huge 
amount of resources, for the 
good of the county.” 

Chief Fire Officer Martyn 
Emberson added: “At the 
end of all this we will have 
a much better understand¬ 
ing of each other’s roles, 
skills and resources and 
what we can provide for 
each other.”

the message about consent, 
define what sexual assault is, 
encourage people to think 
about the effects of sex and 
to use Serenity if they need 
confidential help and advice. 

Glynis Bliss, Sexual Assault 
Referral Centre, said: “Their 
health and wellbeing is our 
first priority, but if they do 
decide to report to the police, 
we will support them through 
every step so that whatever 
they might decide, it is their 
choice.” 


NORTHAMPTONSHIRE County 
Council’s cabinet has agreed 
to freeze council tax after 
hearing that nearly 90 per 
cent of residents were in 
favour. 

The cabinet meeting met 
yesterday to agree its budget 
for 2013/14. 

Of those taking part in the 
budget consultation, 88.1 per 
cent agreed with the proposal 
to freeze council tax levels. 

The 2013/14 budget incor¬ 
porates £33.6m of savings in 
the coming financial year. 


The freezing of council tax 
means that a Band D rate for 
2013/14 would remain at 
£1,028.11 if the budget is 
approved by a meeting of Full 
Council next week. 

Councillor Bill Parker said: 
“Over 1,700 people or organi¬ 
sations took part in the budg¬ 
et consultation and the over¬ 
whelming majority agreed 
with our proposal to freeze 
council tax. 

“They also told us that they 
supported our new and inno¬ 
vative ways of working.” 


Man dies after collapsing in the street amid claims of a fight 


A MAN has died after reports of 
a man and woman ‘fighting’ in 
the street. 

Police arrested a 47-year-old 
woman in East Park Parade, 
Northampton, on Tuesday, who 
was acting in an aggressive 
manner. As she was being 
arrested, the man collapsed. 


Officers conducted first aid and 
the man, 53, was taken to 
Northampton General Hospital. 

However, he died later in the 
evening and the cause of his 
death is being investigated. 

DCI Steve Lingley said: “We 
were called to a report of a man 
and a woman fighting in the 


street. However, we are now 
investigating the possibility that 
the man was trying to prevent 
the woman from walking in the 
road. 

“It is vitally important that we 
establish the full facts of what 
happened during this incident 
and we would like to speak to 


anyone who may have witnessed 
this incident, or who may have 
seen the woman in the road prior 
to it.” 

The woman was also taken to 
hospital before going into custo¬ 
dy at the Criminal Justice Centre.

Council move on 
drinking time cut

THE first step has been 
taken on the road to 
introducing ‘Early 
Morning Restriction 
Orders’ in the town. 

Northampton Borough 
Council’s Licensing 
Committee agreed this 
week to investigate the 
possibility of bringing in 
cuts in drinking time in 
‘crime’ areas. 

Councillors voted to: 
- investigate the feasibility 
of adopting and imple¬ 
menting EMROs within 
the borough of 
Northampton. 

- to begin a full consulta¬ 
tion process for an EMRO 
once proposals have been 
signed 

The new policy, if intro¬ 
duced, could restrict the 
sale of alcohol for a maxi¬ 
mum of six hours between 
midnight and 6am in the 
areas where it is considered 
there are alcohol-related 
crime and disorder issues. 

The only premises 
exempt from EMROs 
would be hotels which 
provide alcohol to cus¬ 


tomers through mini bars 
and room service. 

EMROs would not apply 
on New Year’s Eve. 

Leader of Northampton 
Borough Council, Cllr 
David Mackintosh 
believes EMROs would be 
a positive first step for the 
town. 

He said: “It is a proper 
chance to hear the views 
of licencees, the wider 
community, the police 
and those from the health 
service. 

“I think this will be an 
important process as it 
will give us a better under¬ 
standing of the issue and 
the relevant understand¬ 
ing of how businesses 
could be affected. 

“We need to listen to 
their views as well as the 
complex issues surround¬ 
ing drinking. 

“There is also the prob¬ 
lem of pre-loading when 
people drink before they 
come into town. 

“If we are changing the 
hours people can buy 
alcohol we need to know 
what effect this is going to 
have. With less time to 
drink we need to find out 


what the effect will be on 
policing. 

“We need to look at all 
the issues in depth and 
then come back with a full 
proposal. 

“At the moment there is a 
perception drinking is out 
of control in the town. 

“This will be a positive 
step in trying to reclaim 
the streets and address 
the problem.” 

Chief Inspector Dave 
Spencer, said: “Early 
Morning Alcohol 

Restriction Orders were 
presented and considered 
by the Northampton 
Borough Licensing 
Committee. This is part of 
a wider government 
review by the Government 
aimed at tackling prob¬ 
lems associated with late 
night drinking. 

“We welcome a full and 
open consultation which 
will allow everyone to 
raise their opinions and 
concerns.” 

A report on the cost of 
the scheme, what support 
there is from the police 
and what areas they could 
be enforced will be pro¬ 
duced for the committee.

Councillors rapped 
for breaking rules

THE chairman of a parish coun¬ 
cil called a member of the public 
a ‘joke’, a Standards Committee 
has heard. 

Councillor Martin Smith, 
chairman of Grange Park Parish 
Council, made the comment 
during a public questioning ses¬ 
sion last March and the commit¬ 
tee ruled he had therefore failed 
to treat him with respect. 

The committee, which met in 
January, also found that both 
Cllr Smith and Cllr Anthony 
Walker had failed to comply with 
the requirements concerning 
the declaration of personal 
interests arising from their 
respective roles with the Grange 


Park Community and Sports 
Association. Both were trustees 
of the association but failed to 
declare this interest in an item of 
business that concerned the 
body. 

The two councillors from 
Grange Park Parish Council have 
been censured by South 
Northamptonshire Council’s 
Standards Committee for 
breaches of the Councillors’ 
Code of Conduct, following the 
receipt of two complaints. 

Councillor Robin Digby, 
Committee Chairman said: “The 
Standards Committee deals with 
referrals in a formal hearing so 
that decisions are given due 
consideration. 

“We are always sorry to see 
cases of this kind, but standards 


need to be maintained at all 
times in public meetings.” Cllr 
Smith said: “At the end of the day 
I have been a councillor for 15 
years and this is the first instance 
in which I have been referred. 

“I did not declare an interest as 
I thought the objectives of the 
trust were the same as the coun¬ 
cil’s.” 

Cllr Walker said: “The whole 
business has been a tremendous 
waste of ratepayers’ money.” 

In addition to censuring both 
councillors the committee urged 
Cllr Smith to send a written letter 
of apology to the member of the 
public and recommended that 
the Parish Council receive train¬ 
ing in chairmanship, meeting 
procedures and the current 
councillors’ code of conduct. 


Reduction in domestic abuse after partnership set up 


DOMESTIC abuse incidents in 
South Northamptonshire area 
have reduced by more than nine 
per cent during the last year. 
The Community Safety 


Partnership, together with 
Northamptonshire Police, 
established the Domestic Abuse 
Forum (DAF). 

Around 30 per cent of violent 


crime is attributed to domestic 
incidents and the forum has 
worked to reduce the number of 
issues reported to the police. 

The forum meets fortnightly.

THIS is how Delapre Abbey 
could look if the council is 
successful in a bid for £3.6 mil¬ 
lion to aid its restoration. 

In the second round of bidding 
to the Heritage Lottery fund for 
the money, Northampton 
Borough Council have released 
images of the proposals which 
would see parts of the Abbey 
being able to be used for public 
events. 

If the bid was successful then 
building work could start next 
August with completion in 2016. 

The council would still need to 
raise a further £1 million to 
complete the work and it would 
use money from the capital 
budget and through fundraising 
by the Friends of Delapre Abbey 
and the Delapre Abbey 
Preservation Trust. 

The lower ground floor and 
south wing would be refur¬ 
bished and opened for tours and 
events, the conservatory could 
be rebuilt and the first floor of 
the South Wing could be opened 
for functions such as conferenc¬ 
es and training. 

The 18th century stable block 
would be restored and a new 
reception area, shop, classroom 
and exhibition space would be 
created there. And the 19th cen¬ 
tury stable block would be 
restored and units or spaces 
created for use by small, niche 
retail and other businesses. 



In October last year, the coun¬ 
cil was awarded more than 
£250,000 of development fund¬ 
ing by HLF, which was spent on 
the preparation of the plans. 

Leader of the council, Cllr 
David Mackintosh, said: “This is 
an exciting moment, with an 
amazing opportunity to win 
further funding and kick-start 
the restoration of Delapre 
Abbey. 


“At this time we are keen to 
preserve and promote heritage, 
as we are also doing with the 
heritage gateway, and it is a real¬ 
ly important part of what we are 
doing with Northampton Alive. 

“We are encouraging people to 
get behind this and come to the 
public exhibitions.” 

Cllr Tim Hadland, who is also a 
trustee of the Preservation 
Trust, said: “A number of groups

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Duo jailed over the 
theft of luxury cars

TWO men have been jailed for 
stealing ‘luxury’ cars that own¬ 
ers had left to defrost. 

They would identify vehicles 
that had been switched on in the 
cold weather by drivers trying to 
defrost windscreens, then take 
the car away. 

Cars were stolen from 
Northamptonshire and 
Leicestershire. 

Andra Hoyland, 29, (right) of 
Broughton and his accomplice 
Richard Loveridge, 21, (far right) 
of Ecton Lane, Northampton, were 
investigated for the series of pres¬ 
tige car thefts between November 
and early December 2010. 

Both men pleaded guilty to 
conspiracy to steal and were sen¬ 
tenced at Northampton Crown 
Court on Tuesday. Hoyland was 
handed four years in prison while 
Loveridge was jailed for 30 
months. 

In an unrelated case, Hoyland 
and a further four men and one 
woman were jailed for more than 
21 years for running a criminal 
business, that saw farmers’ and 
builders’ Land Rovers being sto¬ 
len across the county, netting 
them in excess of £lmillion 
between 2005 and 2010. 



One woman and five men were 
sentenced at Northampton Crown 
Court for 11 separate offences includ¬ 
ing conspiracy to steal, conspiracy 
to convert criminal property and 
concealing criminal property. 

In Northants, Land Rovers were 
stolen from Rushden, Yardley 
Hastings, Newnham, Desborough 
and Lower Boddington. 

The investigation, which began 
in August 2010, saw officers iden¬ 
tify Hoyland as the thief. 

During the investigation, offic¬ 
ers found more than £lm had 
been deposited in the accounts of 
Jacqueline and Christopher Neal 
between 2005-2010. £32,500 was 
also recovered from a house. 

Following the arrests, Hoyland 
pleaded guilty to conspiracy to 
steal and was sentenced to four 
years. Del Swane, 50, of Kettering, 
pleaded guilty to conspiracy to 



steal and was sentenced to two 
years. Martin Warren, 52, of 
Birmingham, was found guilty of 
conspiracy to steal, convert and 
conceal criminal property 
He was sentenced to six years for 
conspiracy to steal, three years 
for conspiracy to convert - to be 
served consecutively, and three 
years for conspiracy to conceal - 
to be served concurrently 
Jacqueline Neal, 52, of 
Birmingham, was found guilty of 
conspiracy to convert and conceal 
criminal property. She was sen¬ 
tenced to 33 months. Christopher 
Neal, 29, was found guilty of con¬ 
spiracy to convert and conceal 
criminal property He was given 
two years. Jason Warren, 32, of 
Birmingham, was found guilty of 
conspiracy to convert and 
conceal criminal property He 
received 18 months.

THE owner of a conveni¬ 
ence store in Camp Hill is 
having sleepless nights 
as a Tesco Express could 
open up yards away from 
his shop door. 

Navin Gathani, 55, who 
runs The Hill Shop, has 
been left shocked as he 
feels the plans by the 
supermarket giant would 
ruin his business which 
he has spent the last 30 
years building up. 

Mr Gathani, who only 
returned from India on 
Monday evening, came 
back to find people talk¬ 
ing about Tesco opening 
up at the former Claret 
Jug pub. 

He said: “When I heard 
this it was a shock and I 
did not sleep that night. 

“It is upsetting as it 
would damage our family 
business which we have 
run here for 30 years. 

“It would ruin our liveli¬ 


hoods if it happened. We 
have built this store up 
from nothing as when we 
arrived there were empty 
shelves. 

“Everyone on the estate 
knows me, all the little 
children know my name 
and their parents know 
me. 

“Tesco have a large store 
about half-a-mile away so 
I can see no reason for 
them to think about 
opening a store here. 

“I have spoken to a 


number of customers 
who told me they would 
sign a petition if needed. 

“I do feel happy the 
community are willing to 
rally behind me if any¬ 
thing became of this. 
This is a family run busi¬ 
ness with four members 
of staff.” 

A spokesperson from 
Tesco said: “I can confirm 
we are hoping to open a 
store and are sending out 
letters which will arrive 
on Thursday.” 


Towns HMV survives threat of closure 


THERE is mixed news for 
two HMV stores in the 
county. 

The Northampton HMV 
store based in the 
Grosvenor Centre will 
continue trading and as a 
result has escaped the 
axe. 

However, the HMV in 
the Swansgate Centre in 
Wellingborough is set to 
close. 

The Northamptonshire 


store is one of 66 shops 
identified within the 
group which will close in 
the next two months. 

The Joint Admin¬ 
istrators of HMV have 
confirmed which of the 
group’s stores have been 
singled out for closure. 

The affected stores 
employ 930 staff. 

No fixed date is set for 
the closure of these stores 
which will continue to 


trade in the meantime. 
However, it is expected 
these closures will take 
place over the next one to 
two months. 

Nick Edwards, Joint 
Administrator, said: “As 
part of HMV’s financial 
position, we have identi¬ 
fied 66 loss making stores 
for closure. 

“I am hopeful of secur¬ 
ing a future for the 
restructured business.”

Police waste hours in 
answering dead calls

ONE in ten 999 calls to 
Northamptonshire Police are 
deemed as ‘dead calls’ and can 
take up to four hours to investi¬ 
gate. 

These ‘dead calls’ are made to 
the force’s control desk from 
people’s mobiles dialing the 
emergency number by error 
while in their bags or pockets or 
when children are playing with 
the house phone and dialing 


random numbers. The police 
have to try to find out if these 
are genuine calls for help and 
this can take three to four hours 
of police time. 

They have to discover where 
the call is coming from, who is 
making it and what can they 
hear in the background. 

Last Friday, Chief Inspector 
Tom Thompson, who mans the 
999 calls, tweeted: “Currently 
dealing with four silent 999 
calls. 

“Must be one pocket dials or 


children playing with phones, 
but they take lots of time to 
resolve.” 

Speaking to the Herald & Post, 
Chief Inspector Thompson said: 
“We have to use every tactic we 
can to try to ensure each one 
reaches a conclusion. 

“I think people have to make 
sure they turn their screen to 
locked. 

“During a 24 hour period we 
probably get 1,000 calls and out 
of these one in ten are what can 
be called silent calls.”

DENZEL Washington gatecrashes the Oscar party 
with a hard-earned return to form. 

Washington stars as seasoned airline pilot Whip 
Whitaker, who miraculously crash lands his plane 
after a mid-air catastrophe, saving nearly every¬ 
one on board - bar four passengers and two 
crew - and is hailed an instant hero. 

But everything is not what it seems, as the uber- 
confident Whip battles his own demons as an 
alcoholic and habitual drug user on the ground - 
and his toxicology reports taken after the crash 
could lead to a multi-million dollar lawsuit scan¬ 
dal if investigated further.

ALTHOUGH the cricket careers of 
Stephen Peters and David Wigley 
have taken very different paths, 
they are still as close as they were 
when playing together for 
Worcestershire and then 
Northamptonshire. 

Wigley has since moved on from 
the world of county cricket, while 
Peters is entering his eighth season 
at the County Ground and will 
captain the side this season. 

The opener has also been award¬ 
ed a benefit year in 2013, and when 
it was confirmed there was only 
going to be one person to chair the 
organising committee. 

“A lot of guys will admit that 
when you play your career, you 
can’t keep in touch with everyone 
when they move on,” said Peters. 
“There are probably a dozen guys 
that you know you are going to be 
mates with way past cricket and 
Wigs is one of those. 

“He has been phenomenal so far. 
He has put a lot of time and effort 
in alongside his full time work, so 
he is a busy boy. We live 100 yards 
away from each other as well, so 
that has helped with a few meet¬ 
ings. 

“He’s someone I trust, he is well 
organised and I couldn’t have a 
better man in charge.”

IN HIS book The Sports and Pastimes 
of the People of England, 18th century 
author Joseph Strutt concluded the 
playing of bowls ‘is seldom productive 
of much benefit but more frequently 
becomes the prelude to drunkenness.' 

Given that in Strutt’s era most greens 
were attached to public houses and the 
sport was regarded as nothing more 
than an excuse for high-stakes gam¬ 
bling - King Charles I reputedly lost 
£1,000 in one game - it is perhaps no 
surprise it was viewed so dimly. 

A trip to Northampton & District IBC 
for the latest series of national indoor 
finals, which started on Tuesday and 
run until Sunday, would show that 
much has changed in the past three 
centuries. 

The club is not, in 16th century actor- 
turned-preacher Stephen Gosson’s 
withering assessment of bowling 
alleys, one of the ‘privy moths that eat 
up the credit of many idle citizens.’ 
Those in attendance, at the ends and 
seated down the side of the rinks, are 
there for the spectacle. Even Mayor of 
Northampton, Roger Conroy, was 
among the dignitaries. 

Eight of the various national compe¬ 
titions across different disciplines 
reach their conclusion and, on the first 
day, the main attraction was host club 
duo Marilyn Oram and Chris Bland, 
who were going for glory in the Mixed 
Pairs. 

“It’s a bit of excitement for the locals,” 
says Bland, who first joined the club as 
an 11-year-old in 1989 after coming 
along with his father. 

“If you were somewhere else there 
would probably be just one or two 
watching you and you could get on 
with your game, but it’s good to have 
the support.” 

He and Oram have been playing part¬ 


ners for around eight years, and 
although they have been in the nation¬ 
al finals of the Mixed Fours before, this 
was their first time in the pairs. 

“The majority are internationals, but 
on the day we can put up a good perfor¬ 
mance,” said Oram, a badminton play¬ 
er for 40 years before taking up bowls 
in her fifties, on the field. 

“To get here we knocked out the win¬ 
ners [Wellingborough IBC’s husband 
and wife duo Paul and Tina Broderick] 
from three years ago. It might have 
been an extra end and by one shot, but 
we did it.” 

At 9.42am, their challenge got under¬ 
way against the West Denton IBC pair 
of Ann Lennie, Martin Cooper. Despite 
the seven other rinks also being in play, 
it was around the end of rink six where 
an expectant crowd gathered. 

Cooper’s choice of bright yellow 
bowls drew one or two comments from 
some, but there were also murmurs of 
approval at the play and then loud 
applause when Bland drew a shot from 
a clutch of bowls around the jack. 

A 23-18 win, secured in the last of the 
21 ends, saw Bland and Oram through 
to face Bristol IBC pair Ros Constant 
and Chris Keating in the last 16 that 
evening. However, an 18-16 defeat 
ended their title hopes. 

But the county will have further rep¬ 
resentation, with Wellingborough hav¬ 
ing competitors in the Men’s Over 50 
Triples and Mixed Fours which start 
today and tomorrow respectively. 

“Northampton is a bit of a bowls hot¬ 
bed really,” said Bland. “We’ve got to 
try and keep the finals here for a few 
more years as well. 

“Young bowling in the area is very 
strong. Northants have got a strong 
Under-25 team, so it’s all good.” 

A glance around the crowd and com¬ 
petitors at Northampton & District 
reveals bowls is now a serious, but 
friendly, sport for men and women of 
all ages. Messrs Strutt and Gosson may 
even have grudgingly approved.
